But we may the niote eaſily pardon the 
Papiſts for (Nifting Principles according to 
the poſture which their affairs ſtand in, if 
we will obſerve how the Proteſtants of this 
Age differ from thoſe of the former, in te- 
ference to the duty of ſubmitting to, or de- 
barring a Popiſh Sutceſſor ; For whereas 
heretofore not only the whole Clergy, bur 
the Nobility and Gentry, Courtiers as wel 
as others, derived their main Arguments 
againſt Queen of Scots, from the dan- 
ger that the Proteſtant Religion would be 
in, if being ia their pawer, ſhe were ſuftcred 
to lurviye Queen Clicabeth : It is now come 
to pals, that many of all Orders and Ranks, 
who pretend themſelves Proteſtants, ate not 
only contented that a Popiſh Prince may be 
diſpenſed with as to his Religion hitniclf, 
and live quietly among them, but they ſet m 
uneaſie in having a Proteſtant King, and 
long to have one of Popiſh 
Principles to Rule over them.
